compared with a voltage to be tested; wherein said comparison voltage is corrected in 
each piece of output voltage testing means in order to correct the intrinsic error of a 
digital-to-analogue converter provided in each piece of output voltage testing means, as 
recited in the independent claim 32, and in combination of the claims.
